Reasons for Allowance 

2. The prior art of record fails to teach the method of cooling of a molding surface of 
a mold having the molding surface separated by a uniform thickness through all the 
walls or walls and with the level of the liquid portion to cover at least one area adjacent 
to the molding surface along, the Osakabe and Takahashi reference teaches a cooling 
system but does not teach a uniform thickness for a molding surface for cooling and 
with the level of the liquid portion with the area adjacent to the molding surface, as also 
explained by the applicants, the molding surface and separating walls along with the 
levels of the liquid with the area including the walls is not taught by Osakabe. The 
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Sendt reference fails to teacli tine cliambers integrated witli tine mold and with some 
areas adjacent to the molding surface, but does not teach the liquid levels, as seen in 
the reference, there is the use of capillaries to wick vapor from heated areas to cool 
areas which is different from the claimed method. The Takahashi reference do not have 
a uniform thickness of the walls throughout between the molding cavity and the cooling 
chamber which is different from the claimed invention.
